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Those using this subject index may notice its resemblance to the Collective Index to Volumes 1-25 of JASIS. \t's no accident. With very few 
exceptions, the terms used to index the 1975 articles come from the term list generated by the Collective Index effort. 


The Collective Index was produced using intellectual indexing techniques and automated methods. Each significant article published during 
the past 25 years was abstracted and these abstracts comprised the first portion of the publication. Abstracts were written for those articles 
which did not already have author abstracts. The Collective Index abstracts were keyed to cassette storage and then converted to computer 
storage. Editing was accomplished via an on-line video display text editing system, QWIK-DRAFT—a software system of Aspen Systems 
Corporation. The Subject Index of the Collective Index was machine-generated, using a program especially designed for this purpose, from 
terms contained in the titles and the abstracts. However, the index terms were intellectually selected and cross-referenced through the use of a 


’ Key-Word-in-Context (KWIC) index. 


We refer to the list of index terms used for the Collective Index as the Controlled Vocabulary. We found that this Controlled Vocabulary for 
the Collective Index satisfied most of the needs for indexing the 1975 articles. In the very few cases where this was not so (i.e., the concept 
addressed in the 1975 article was not covered by an extant subject term from the Controlled Vocabulary) a new term was created and used.
